A 15-year-old boy met death by drowning in the 
Neshaminy Creek about 3 miles west of Langhorne, be­ 
tween Langhorne and Silet, this morning at about nine 
o'clock. 
The victim of the tragedy was Wilbur Harding, 15, 
Park and Clayton avenues, Oakford. 
The body was recovered at 10.15. 
Thi« morning at about nine o'clock Mr*. John R. 
Heavellow, who resides near the scene, heard a dog bark 
and this attracted her attention to the creek where aha 
saw a boy with an overturned kayak in the creek. Mrs. 
Heavellow called to two of her neighbors, Mrs. Ira Crider 
and Mrs. William Knoedler. All three women ran and 
grabbed coils of rope which are always kept near at hand 
for such emergencies. Residents of this area are situated 
high up on the bank of the creek. As the women were 
about to throw the ropes out to the endangered lad, who 
was shouting for hejp, he called back to them: "I can't 
hold on any longer." He then disappeared. 
The creek at this point is about 12 feet deep and 
about I OO feet wide. It is a picturesque setting with the 
creek following a winding bend. 
Mrs. Knoedler telephoned for State Police from the 
Langhorne Barracks.
